Provincial 
cuts hit U of 
A hospital

Recent provincial funding cuts 
to hospitals mean the University of 
Alberta Hospital will have about 
$10 million less to work with next 
year. 

Results of the provincial 
government’s Hospitals Perfor- 
mance Index were released last 
week. The annual HPI reviews the 
efficiency of programmes and ser- 
vices in Alberta hospitals, and will 
result in further losses of $3.3 mil- 
lion for the U of A Hospital. 

“The basic grant gave no increase 
on a percentage basis for health 
care,” said Charlie Vermeeren, U of 
A hospital’s communications direc- 
tor. He said that when inflation and 
other increasing costs are factored 
into the figures, the hospital will 
have about $6 million less in their 
base budget than last year. Com- 
bined, the cut and increased opera- 
tion costs will reach nearly $0 mil- 
lion. 

Based on the survey results, effi- 
cient hospitals will receive increased 
funding, taken from those with 
lower performance scores. U of A 
Hospital’s entire budgetis currently 
about $250 million annually. 

“What this means to us is that we 
have tobe prepared to doit cheaper, 
but still have the same outcome,” 
said Vermeeren. 

Vermeeren said 75 per cent of the 
hospital’s operating cost is labour. 


The easiest way to trim extras would 
be to eliminate about 75 jobs, but 
the hospital is looking at other 
money-saving alternatives right 
now. 

“We're trying to find ways to cut 
back rather than have to lay off 
staff,” said Vermeeren. 

The HPI results were not unex- 
pected, however, and several re- 
cently vacated jobs have been left 
open to prevent layoffs, said 
Vermeeren. 

“ As far as the results on the HPI, 
we were correct in our 
predictions...many things are ex- 
amined in hospital performance, 
and a whole chunk of data gets 
looked at. The data goes back as far 
as two years ago.” 

Since some of the data used is 
outdated, improvements the hos- 
pital has made in efficiency and 
service over the last two years might 
not have been taken into account, 
said Vermeeren. 

What do the budget cuts mean to 
the average patient? 

“Nowadays, after open heart sur- 
gery, someone could very well be 
out of the hospital in seven days as 
opposed to a month a couple of 
years ago. Of course, that’sif they’re 
well enough,” said Vermeeren. 
“These cuts mean we'll have to be 
all the more vigorous and efficient 
in our services while still giving 
you good quality of health care.’

Blue Jean Day spurs homophobia

Homophobes on campus reacted 
to last Thursday’s Blue Jean Day by 
putting up homophobic posters 
around campus. 

The Office of Human Rights and 
Campus Security are investigating 
posters found in Engineering, 
Chemistry, and SUB. One of the 
posters declares Friday March 19 as 
“High-level Bridge Day” and reads 
“To express concern for their cause, 
Gays, Lesbians, and supporters will 
be jumping off the high-level 
bridge.” 

Last year Blue Jean Day was fol- 
lowed by posters declaring 
Shoesday Tuesday, inviting people 
to wear shoes to show “compassion 
for those suffering from the unnatu- 
ral curse of homosexuality.” 

Nola Etkin, a member of Gays 
and Lesbians on Campus, said this 
year’s posters were particularly dis- 
turbing because they contained 
GALOC’s name, making the post- 


ers seem more legitimate. 

“I’m getting used to it, I guess,” 
said Nola Etkin of GALOC. “If 
people do not like the tactic of Blue 
Jean Day there are ways to respond 
without being homophobic.” 

Etkin made a formal complaint 
with the Office of Human Rights 
and hopes that this time those re- 
sponsible for the posters will be 
caught. 

“The attitude we’re taking to- 
wards this is that this a crime. I’m 
sure a lot of people know who these 
peopleareandifit’sacrimeitshould 
be dealt with.” 

Fran Trehearne, director of the 
Office of Human Rights, said no 
one has ever been caught posting 
homophobic messages, but he 
hopes this year will be different. 

“Tf people are about putting up 
posters around campus, it would 
be very hard not to be seen,” he 
said. “I believe that somebody must 
have seen somebody doing this.” 


Trehearne said people do not 
necessarily have to turn in their 
friends to stop the posting of 
homophobic messages. 

“If somebody sees that happen- 
ing and simply indicates in some 
way that what they’re doing is 
unacceptable...just the comment 


changes the behaviour.” 

The Office of Human Rights has 
asked Campus Security to lookinto 
the incidents. Campus Security is 
also looking into whether the post- 
ers were approved by campus offi- 
cials. The poster with the “High- 
Level Bridge Day” message has the 


word “approved” written on it. 
Despite these posters, Trehearne 
said there have been fewer reported 
incidents of homophobic messages 
this year than in past years. 
“It may be some indication that 
GALOC’s efforts... are working.” 


Courses drop like flies

Washington D.C. was SU presi- 
dent Randy Boissonnault’s desti- 
nation last weekend as he repre- 
sented the University of Alberta at 
a Student Symposium of the Cen- 
tre for the Study of the Presidency. 

The centre is a think-tank that 
focuses on the role of the US presi- 
dency. Over 600 undergraduate 
students from Canada, the US and 
South America attended the sym- 
posium who’s theme was “Democ- 
racy in Transition.”

Campus club kicks ads 


Adbusters examine media literacy at forum

The picture of a young, scantily- 
clad woman sitting with a middle- 
aged man ina rich holiday resort 
helped sell Guess jeans in an 
advertisment of Rolling Stone 
magazine. She also helped bring 
about 30 people to University of 
Alberta Adbusters meeting where 
English professor Susan Hamilton 
spoke about “Theorizing Culture 
for Societal Change.” 

Hamilton’s intended talk was 
jettisoned because of a couple of 
incidents related to the poster and 
the use of the image on it. She 
described to those congregated the 
defacement of a poster that was 
pinned toa female Political Science 
professor's door. It originally had 
“Are you bothered by images of 
women in advertising?” written 
beside the aforementioned picture; 
then someone had scrawled the 
response, “no,” and drew lines 
from between the woman’s thighs 


and breasts to the words “Fun Fun 
Fun.” The other incident involved 
a male professor showing the 
poster to selected young males in 
his class in a leering fashion. 

These incidents were used as a 
point of departure in discussing 
ways of combatting the exploit- 
ative use of images in media and 
advertising. 

Hamilton said the way 
Adbusters used the picture of the 
young woman involved a similar 
technique to what advertisers use, 
with a backward twist. Advertis- 
ers assume the public will read one 
meaning from such an image, that 
of pleasant association with their 
product. Adbusters assumed that 
with explanatory text around the 
image, another interpretation 
would occur, that people should 
be concerned about the usual use 
of this kind of image. The reactions 
of the male professor and the poster 
vandal showed there is no stable 


reading for any image, she said. 

“We can only understand the 
meaning that circulates around a 
particular image if we understand 
questions about the location of dif- 
ferent kinds of cultural products, 
and the way in which they are taken 
up at a particular moment by a 
particular person in a particular 
culture,” said Hamilton. 

A discussion among the attend- 
ees ensued, and it was agreed that 
negative responses like the one 
demonstrated in the poster deface- 
ment must not be ignored. The re- 
versal of meaning of animageinan 
attempt to explain what is believed 
to be wrong about that image only 
succeeds in educating a limited 
audience. It is a good strategy, but 
protests must be made with other 
strategies as well, said Hamilton. 

Adbusters is a two-year old cam- 
pus club, affiliated with an um- 
brella North American group, that 
combats consumerism and the abu- 
sive use of advertising.

Pink Triangle 
tells truth and 
distortion 


For the most part, I found the 
Pink Triangle Supplement to be in- 
formative, not too in-your-face, and 
even a little humorous (this does 
not mean I agree with everything 
gays, lesbians, and bisexuals have 
to say, it just means that I’m willing 
to listen). However, when I read the 
last article, “To All You Breeders...”, 
I felt [should set the author straight 
on a few points. 

I’m not a religious fanatic. I grew 
up in a Christian household, and I 
go to church with my parents every 
Sunday. However, this doesn’t nec- 
essarily make mea Christian (much 
to my parent’s dismay). But I do 
know a thing or two about Chris- 
tianity and the Bible.

I have talked with “B” several 
times since the incident. He has

‘apologised and told me he’s “not 


really like that.” I believe this as 
much as I believe he really is a 
normal guy who simply abused his 
control of the situation. As far as I 
know, he didn’t force himself on 
me. He has also informed me I was 
“awake.” However, I still don’t feel 
that makes it right. Without my 
conscious awareness, my body was 
used in a very degrading and pro- 
fane way. Self-respect, trust, feel- 
ings, and dignity were all taken 
from me and I had absolutely no 
way of protecting them. I will never 
forget that. 

I'd like to leave you with one last 
thought. One day you may have a 
daughter. She is going to go to par- 
ties. She is probably going to drink, 
and you are not always going to be 
able to stop her. Nor are you going 
to be able to control what other 
people do to her, or with her. 

We can stop this disgusting lack 
of mutual respect for each other 
now. We can learn to accept our- 
selves and each other as wonderful 
individuals with feelings and pur- 
pose. It is then we will be able to set 
the story straight: men and women 
are meant to be equals. We are here 
to love each other, not to use each 
other. Unfortunately, until we 
achieve this mutual respect, where 
perhaps sex will be left for sober 
discussion, women must restrict 
their alcohol intake, while men are 
free to drink away. Think about it.

Last year! wrote a feature article 
on anarchy in which I criticised 
most of the other progressive 
groups out there for not immedi- 
ately jumping on the bandwagon. 
Due to space restrictions, I may 
have given some of you feminists, 
socialists, and black nationalists 
(and every other “ists”) the 
wrong idea. 

I still feel the true poles of 
politics are anarchy (the ac- 
ceptance of personal respon- 
sibility) and fascism (the ab- 
dication of personal respon- 
sibility). I believe you can di- 
vide feminists into anarcho- 
feminists (Emma Goldman) 
and fascist feminists (Andrea 
Dworkin, Gloria Steinem), the 
socialists into anarcho-social- 
ists (Chomsky) and fascist 
socialists (Lenin, Stalin) and 
so on. Anarchy, it seems, has 
no such internal conflict. 

Some say you can divide 
up anarchists into those who 
advocate violence and those 
who don’t. Speaking for my- 
self, I believe the least amount of 
violence should be used in gaining 
one’s freedom. To advocate more 
would be irresponsible, for the 
means of achieving our freedom 
will forever be tied in with the end. 
I would not mind living in a world 
where the least amount of violence 
is always used to solve problems. 


Fascist feminism: a 
fascinating fashion 


To advocate non-violence, even 
in the case of self-defense (be it 
individual or collective) would be 
equally irresponsible, if not stu- 
pid. Turning the other cheekis only 
useful if someone is there with a 
camera to record and pass on the 
injustice. Personally, I see none of 
the internal conflict in my own be- 
lief system which seems to exist in 
others. 


I also realise why some of you 
feel you cannot afford to change 
the focus of your struggle against 
more specific forms of oppression. 
It makes sense to fight what you 
believe is killing you the quickest. 
Women whoare in danger of being 
raped while walking down the 
street are not going to be wasting

their spare time fighting the 
geomobsters, they’re going to be 
fighting misogyny. I would do no 
less in their place. The Black Pan- 
thers had enough problems deal- 
ing with whitesupremacy, and 
should not have been burdened 
with the additional responsibility 
of replacing representative democ- 
racy with some more meaningful 
democratic political system. As 
white males, that’s our re- 
sponsibility. 

The reason I’m an anar- 
chist is because I perceive 
the major threat to my life to 
be hierarchy. If I were black 
or a woman, I would havea 
different enemy, and thus a 
different set of priorities. 

Or would I? Emma 
Goldman wasa woman who 
lived in far more misogynis- 
tic times than Gloria 
Steinem, yet considered the 
feminists of her day to be on 
the wrong track. She be- 
lieved that women could not 
purify representative de- 
mocracy of its corruption. 
Was she wrong? Do you 
feminists sometimes feel that 
foreign wars, economic and envi- 
ronmental collapse threaten 
women more than the system of 
direct domination by men? 

Look at your movements and 
see where they would take you if 
you were to be successful. Gloria 
Steinem for example (I’m picking 
on the feminists because I see them

as potentially one of the most pow- 
erful political groups)—in 1967, 
Steinem defended herinvolvement 
ten years earlier in undermining 
Communist Youth festivals in 
Vienna and Helsinki on behalf of 
the CIA, calling it “the CIA’s finest 
hour.” Later, she used her influ- 
ence to censor this information 
froma book called Feminist Revolu- 
tion. If feminists adopt the fascist 
methods of such “radicals” as 
Steinem and Dworkin, they may 
be successful in eliminating in- 
equalities between men and 
wymen in our society, but this 
would only allow wymen the 
power to dominate other wymen 
as much as men do. Feminists 
should remember that white 
wymen have killed more wymen 
of colour (by directly or indirectly 
participating in the great Ameri- 
can war machine) over the last 
twenty years than all the deaths 
caused by misogyny during the 
twentieth century. 

A world where everyone had 
the same amount of political and 
economic power would be a world 
without racism, sexism or poverty. 
When dealing with your own per- 
sonal immediate threat, be it mi- 
sogyny, racism, homophobia or 
even local deforestation, turn your 
energies within your own move- 
ments towards the root of all these 
systems of domination: power over 
others. 

Let’s get together and deal with 
it. Once and for all.

Entertainment Editor: Steven Yi, 492-7052 


Deep Space Nine Convention 

Coast Terrace Inn 

Saturday and Sunday, March 20 and 21 
Creation Con Productions 


review by Stephen Notley 

eople had been waiting since 7:30 

in the morning. The lineup 

stretched down the hallway, into 

the parking lot, and back around 

past the doors. A woman dressed in full 

Klingon garb and coke-bottle glasses slowly 

sweated her brown makeup off her face. 

Down the line, flashes of Starfleet uniform 

red were mute evidence to the devotion of 
the fans. This was Creation Con ’93. 

How was it? 

Well, celebrity guest Nana Visitor, who 
plays station second-in-command Kira 
Nerys, was a success. She’s new on the con- 
vention circuit, so her response to the crowd 
seemed fresh and unrehearsed. 

What about that crazy nose? “It’s glued 
on, and it’s really stuck. I could go swim- 
ming and it wouldn’t fall off.” 

She spoke highly of actor Avery Brooks, 
who plays station commander Benjamin 
Sisko. “He keeps to himself, but I’m always 
asking him for advice. If you ask, he’s got 
this vast wealth of knowledge. I was having 
problems with this onescene, and I talked to 
Avery. He didn’t give me answers so much 
as new perspectives on the question. 

“It’s unheard of for anybody to stay after 
they’re done, and he was done hours early, 
but when it came time for my scene he was 
kneeling offin the corner, just watching me, 
and the scene came off perfectly.” 

She described her rather odd relationship 


with actors René Auberjonois and Armin 
Shimerman, who play security chief Odo 
and Ferengi bartender Quark respectively, 
both characters with heavy makeup. “Inever 
see them out of makeup, so it’s like I don’t 
know them. It’s weird; I can have long, inti- 
mate philosophical conversations with René 
when he’s in makeup and then at the end of 
the day it’s like, ‘Oh, hi René,’ and I’m shy.” 

She was proud to be playing a role as 
strong as Major Kira’s. “I don’t think she’s a 
bitch, because a bitch to me is someone who 
does things for self-serving reasons, but 
Kira’s not like that.” 

So is Nana Kira? “If Major Kira was talk- 
ing to some Bajorans she liked, she’d prob- 
ably sound like this, but if she thinks injus- 
tice is going on, then she’ll get mean.

“Of course I’m not an ex-terrorist, ” she 
added. 

Visitor’s visit was exceptional, but sadly 
the same could not be said of the remainder 
of the convention. 

There were some trivial butirritating prob- 
lems. The much anticipated Jurassic Park 


clips were missing, leaving unanswered the_ 


question as to whether Spielberg will keep 
the gore of the book. The Next Generation 
previews consisted of a slideshow most of 
which we had seen last time at the Marina 
Sirtis Con, and which contained no material 
from unbroadcast episodes. As for Deep Space 
Nine, there was another slideshow, again 
mostly of already seen stuff, the only excep- 
tion being a few shots from the episode 
coming up on Wednesday.

Life During Wartime 
Written by Keith Reddin 
Directed by Timothy F. Ryan 
Phoenix Theatre Downtown 
Until March 28 


review by Brett Mitchell 

he Phoenix Theatre Downtownisa 

small bomb shelter of a building 

situated on a sidestreet where 

hookers sell their wares and the

convention with Marina Sirtis and Star Trek 
staffer Dave Rossi encouraged audience par- 
ticipation. There was human contactas Rossi 
regaled the crowds with stories and anec- 
dotes about Star Trek life. In contrast, no Star 
Trek staffers were present at Creation Con 
‘93, and the organizers had to pick up the 
slack with extra videos. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, a convention 
about a TV show in which everybody 
watches TV isa failure. Conventions should 
be opportunities for people with common 
interests to get together and discuss those 
interests. This doesn’t change if the interest 
is a television show. Indeed, the true delight 
of the show like Star Trek is how it can bring 
people together. It’s even more gratifying 
when these people are involved in the show. 

At Creation Con ’93, this spirit was lack- 
ing. All there was was TV. The con organiz- 
ers seemed to prefer that the fans sit lethar- 
gically in front of a video screen rather than

The other two Giannaris films in the festi- 
val, Disco’s Revenge and Caught Looking, had 
nothing on this one for imaginative abstrac- 
tion. 

A black and white road trip to abusive 
bisexual and homosexual relationship hell, 
a muscular hitchhiker and later a young 
waitress are picked up by a shit-shooting 
suit. 

Bleak landscape, meandering jazz music 
spattered with the occasional hymnal ar- 
rangementset the mood to this bizarre, often 
terrifying, and ultimately hilarious 58 minute 
drama.

Notthat there’s anything particularly hei- 
nous about No Return. On its own, it stands 
up pretty well as an action/spy-thriller and 
itincludesa few pleasantly novel insertions. 
However, a lot of what made La Femme 
Nikita so compelling and refreshing has un- 
fortunately been lost, and systematically 
debased, in the translation. 

Thus, scenes that had previously worked 
out so smartly in the original have become 
clumsy and plod with a reptilian pace. This 
cloddish workis nowhere more evident than 
in the dinner scene where the early child- 
hood frog story that was so charmingly pre- 
sented in Nikita is relegated to nothing more 
than a plot synopsis for an Old Spice com- 
mercial. 

The utter and general lack of sophistica- 
tion throughout the film is attributable in 
part to the pathetic work of Gabriel Bryne as 
Bob—who was sointelligently cool in Nikita 
but comes off as some Irish hooligan—and 
the relegation of the boyishly charming 
Marco character into a gnarly surfer guy 
(bogus, dude). And Bridget Fonda simply 
doesn’t get the job done. The word “doltish” 
comes to mind when describing her work. 
She’s starts off as just another punk in this 
film and she ends it as just another punk 
except witha more expensive leather jacket. 

To put it bluntly, this is the only film that 
I’ve ever wanted to walk out on. 

So that’s what you get. Justa cheap rip job.

“We had a few chances but they 
turned it right around and came 
after us,” said Johnstone, who 
scored his first goal of the post- 
season. 

Golden Bears defenceman Daryn 
Krywko scored a power-play blast 
from the point—Acadia took an 
undisciplined checking-from-be- 
hind penalty—at 8:29 and the Bears 
appeared to be cruising.

TORONTO — Wolfville, Nova 
Scotia, is about as far as you can get 
from Edmonton, yet this city and 
the Province of Alberta are well 
represented on the Acadia Univer- 
sity Axemen hockey team. 

Leading the charge of Alberta 
talent is defenceman Kevin Knopp, 
who is from Edmonton. 

“I play summer hockey witha lot 
of the Golden Bears,” said Knopp, 
who had one assist in Acadia’s 9-4 
semi-final victory over Alberta and 
scored one goal and added anassist 
in Acadia’s 12-1 shellacking of 
Toronto in the national final. “I 
know most of them pretty well. We 
go to RATT once in a while.” 

Knopp, 23, played four seasons 
in the Western Hockey League with 
Medicine Hat, Seattle, and Swift 
Current before agreeing to play for 
Tom Coolen at Acadia. 

“The U of A was my first choice, 
but I couldn’t get in academically,” 
said Knopp, who missed Alberta’s 
entrance requirements by three per 
cent. “Acadia pursued me heavily 
so I thought it would be a good 
choice to come out east.” 

After playing for two Memorial 
Cup winning teams in Medicine 
Hat and Swift Current, it appears

Acadia right wing Paul Sutcliffe, 
who scored 14 goals during the 
regular season, helped swing the 
momentum as he scored twice to 
end the period tied 2-2. The Bears 
out-shot the Axemen 13-10 for their 
only statistical lead of the afternoon. 

Sutcliffe, a native of Lumsden, 
Saskatchewan, scored his first goal 
past a downed Serge Lajoie, who 
attempted to block the shot, and a 
stationary Scott Ironside, who let 
the puck in between his legs.

New Sarepta’s Colin 
Gregor got the ball rolling at 2:47 as 
he wristed a shot past Paul 
Henriques, the Toronto goaltender 
who had no help in front of him all 
afternoon. 

“We kind of knew it was over. To 
our credit we went out and putina 
good effort and scored a few more 
goals. But it was our goal to get the 
shut-out,” said Gregor, who at- 
tended the Calgary Flames training 
camp last fall. 

Acadia, who scored two short- 
handed in the second period, led in 
shots 26-16 after two and continued 
to roll. On the other hand, Toronto 
looked weak and out of place. 

“Last summer they had the brag- 
ging rights and this summer we 
have the bragging rights,” said 
Axemen defenceman Milan 
Dragicevic, who played junior 
hockey in the Western Hockey 
League with the Golden Bears’ Steve 
Young. “I’ve got one more year and 
maybe two out east. I’d like to be 
back here next year but if not this is 
something I will cherish for the rest 
of my life.” 

The third period of the national 
final provided the same one-sided 
excitement of the previous two pe- 
riods. The Axemen continued to 
manhandle Toronto and made the 
national final look like a game be- 
tween boys and men instead of be- 
tween Canada’s top two university 
schools. 

“We knew we were going tocome 
out strong and we knew we had a 
strong team,” said Acadia 
goaltender Dennis Sproxton, who 
stopped 17 shots before leaving the 
game in the third period. “Right

The Varsity Blues, led by All- 
Canadian captain Tom Diceman, 
were never in the game with Acadia, 
and the 12-1 score is a poor indica- 
tor of the dominance: the Axemen 
beat the Blues badly along the 
boards and badly on the score-sheet. 

“We play tough physical 


hockey,” said Acadia coach and 
CIAU Coach of the Year Tom 
Coolen, who was beside himself 
after the win. “But we have the 
skills to complement it. We have a 
good blend on this club.” 


Axemen captain George Dupont 
was selected tournament MVP af- 
ter strong games against both 
Alberta and Toronto.

Some say educational 
standards are dropping. 


Our Board of Governors is proof that’s not true. 


Anyone who thinks today’s graduates come out with less 
in the smarts department ought to take another look at 
some of the graduates of yesteryear... for example, the 
distinguished members of the University of Alberta’s 
Board of Governors. 

Here’s a group that’s rather well educated, many of 
them graduating right here years ago — a group with a 
mandate to look out for the interests of this University. 

So, when the Government of Alberta told the University 
there would be NO increase in funding for this coming 
year, did these guardians of the University protest that a 
ZERO increase is really a cut of at least 2% after taking 
inflation into account? 

No. 

Did our Board speak up on behalf of the student body 
which has seen tuition fees skyrocket? 

No. 

Did our Board remind the Government of the 
importance of post-secondary education to Alberta’s future 
growth and prosperity? 

No. 

Did the Board comment on the Government’s complete 
disregard for the financial crisis at the University that the 
Board itself had touted prior to the Government’s 
announcement? 

No. 

How did this group of well-educated trustees respond on 
behalf of the University? 


Our brilliant Board of Governors said the announcement 
“was not unexpected.” In fact, the Board went on to say 
that the announcement was “a signal we may well expect a 
reduction in government grants in the future” and pledged 
to work closely with the Government. 

Picture Oliver Twist, empty gruel bow] in hand: 

“Less please sir!” That’s our Board, bargaining on behalf 
of our University. 

The Governors’ only concern? “We have a continuing 
major concern with regard to our capital funding from the 
province. This concern is based on the size and age of our 
institutions and its buildings and equipment.” 

Clearly, the Board sees the needs of students, faculty and 
staff, and the goal of educational excellence as secondary 
to bricks and mortar. We call it the Board’s neutron bomb 
policy — it kills the people but leaves the buildings intact. 

Our Association represents Non-Academic Staff and we 
don’t expect the Board of Governors to agree with us on a 
variety of issues. However, we do expect the Board to 
defend the broad interests of the University. By blindly 
acquiescing in the Government’s rush to cut, they have 
abandoned us all. We will soon be sitting down to 
negotiate with the Board of Governors. 

We will not be asking for “less please.” We do hope the 
Board will show the same acquiescent and timid response 
to our positions that they’ ve shown to the Government 
funding announcement.
